Wheeler street, near Phillips 
academy, with the intention of 
turning their car around, when 
the officers stopped them for 
questioning. 

Officer O’Brien related the facts 
in the case to Judge John J. Dar- 
cy after the men had been ar- 
raigned. Roger Coburn pleaded 
quilty to carrying the revolver 
without a permit and with the 
other defendants pleaded not 
quilty to having burglars’ tools in 
his possession. 

Officers O’Brien stated that the 
defendant Couture was operating 
the auto, with Vermont registra- 
tion owned by Ronald Coburn. 
The defendant Verge was sitting 
beside the operator and the other 
three men were in the rear. On 
searching the car the officer said 
he found a pinch bar, two screw 
drivers, two pairs of pliers and a 
jump wire which police allege is 
used in stealing automobiles. A 
.32 caliber automatic revolver 
loaded ‘with four rounds of am- 
munition was also found in the 
car. Roger Coburn admitted 
owning the gun, Officer O’Brien 
said. 

Officer O’Brien testified that the 
men said they left Vermont Wed- 
nesday and were in Lawrence 
Wednesday during the day and 
evening when they left for Cam- 
bridge to. visit the mother of one 
of the men. The men admitted 
they had ‘stolen automobiles in 
Lawrence, the officer stated.

VETERANS’ HOUSING 


One of the most heartening signs noted in the actions of the 
Andover Housing authority in its task of providing new homes 
for veterans is its insistence upon getting a good contractor to 
do the work and its equal insistence upon getting a competent 
man to represent it on the site while the job is being done. 

Both cropped out at its meetings during the past week. As 
a result, the authority feels sure that in the Benoit Construction 

Co. of Lynn it has secured a firm of high repute to erect the 
12 buildings of 56 housing units at a bid about $70,000 lower 
than its nearest competitor. 

It further showed its determination to do a good job for the 
town when it sent out notice that it was looking for a man 
familar with plans and specifications and experienced in the 
supervision of building construction to work on the site under 
supervision of the architect, Clinton Foster Goodwin. 

One of the main reasons for going after a high class man for 
this job is that complaints are being heard from many quarters 
about the poor condition of some of the earlier veterans’ hous- 
ing projects erected shortly after the war. Hasty work and poor 
materials played their part, but the worst offender was lack of 
proper inspection. 

The housing authority knows that the people of Andover are 
vitally interested in this project. Townspeople voted to change 
the zoning laws to allow the erection of the multiple-type hous- 
ing on the Morton street site. Now they:want to see that good 

: buildings are erected, suitable living quarters provided for the 
occupants, and a complete development that will be in keeping 
with the high standards of the town 

This seems to be just what the Andover Housing authority is 
determined to get.

Balkans, and we might be par- 
donably excused if we assumed 
that communism would cement 
the Balkans solid. 
Yugoslav Communism vs. 
Nationalism 

Perhaps we thought a crack 
might appear some time, but it 
has come sooner than most of 


us anticipated. Unless we remem- 
bered the Soviet claims to control’ 
communism everywhere. Most 
probably Russia did not expect 
trouble so soon. Tito is a good 
son of communism, well trained in 
Moscow and as tough and ruth- 
less as his one-time masters. Tito 
simply took advantage of Russia's 
support to make himself commu- 
nist dictater. In so doing, he made 
enemies of his non-communist 
country men. But Russia has now 
forced many of those citizens into 
Tito’s camp in protest to Russia’s 
intention of control that country 
completely. While Tito may still 
antagonise some of his people by 
his communist dictatorship, he is 
shrewd enough to win general 
support by his criticism of Rus- 
sia’s ‘‘Tsarist’’ methods of foreign 
policy and diplomacy. 

What the present name-calling 
indicates is that Russia is losing 
a satellite and is afraid of losing 
more. So Moscow is trying the old 
game of scaring a people into toe- 
ing the line. The blasts in Moscow 
papers, the massing of troops near 
the Yugoslav borders, and other 
typical cold-war tactics are de- 
signed to scare the Yugoslavs’ into 
a choice between heaving out Tito 
or facing war with Russia. 
Importance of Yugoslavia 
To Russia 

The stakes are even bigger than 
Russian control of Yugoslavia. 
For if that Balkan country were 
completely subservient to Moscow 


then Russia would be in a first- 
class position to control Albania, 
get influence in the Adriatic, and 
have ready access to the Mediter- 
ranean. Thwarted in her attempt 
to get at that sea through Greece 
and Turkey, she now sees her po- 
tential access via Yugoslavia slip- 
ping away fast.

But assuming that the rift be- 
tween the two is not bluff, then 
Russia has a third alternative. She 
can attempt insurrection within 
Yugoslavia and encourage neigh- 
boring satellites to start trouble 
along the lines of the Greek rebel- 
lion. There could then develop 


means of convincing 


States that 


intolerable provocation,’ which 
would bring in Bulgaria (an old 
enemy of the Yugoslav peoples), 
Hungary and Labania into a joint 
war against the ‘‘aggressor.’’ The 
danger is that ‘Yugoslavia is far 
better prepared for war than the 
others and would probably make 
short work of the attackers. And 
the unknown quantity is the West. 
The United States could regard 
such a conflict as a civil war be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, and stay 
out of it. Or we could see it as the 
first act of open aggression head- 
ed our way. 


It is very doubtful that Russia 
wants to take the risk of real 
war now. The verbal attacks and 
various forms of squeeze will con- 
tinue. Russia may take a page 
from past history by keeping out 
of war herself and attempting to 
get through Tito’s back door by 
reviving the old Balkan rivalries.
